Partial salary restorations, to 
non-school city employes were 
voted yesterday by city coun- 
cil although a bitter fight to force 
full restoration to basic pay was 
launched as the legislative body 
adopted a finance sheet allocating 
$846,000 in new city revenue from 
increased taxation. 

Basic pay of employes making 
$100 a month or less was restored 
as of May 1, while 5 per cent was 
restored as of July 1 to those mak- 
ing $101 or more per month. Em- 
ployes drawing over $100 per 
month are still under a 5 per cent 
cut from basic salaries. 4

ITruck and Locomotive Meet 


And Motor Loses—In Court 


First Georgia Jury Brings Verdict for Railroad in Suit 
Against Operator Following Collision Fatal to 
Driver of Iron Horse.

A railroad won damages from 
an automobile truck operator. 


It all grew out of a truck-train 
collision in February, 1928, at 
Statham, Ga., in which a locomo- 
tive was overturned onto the sta- 
tion platform, the engineer was 
killed and the truck demolished. 


The Seaboard Air Line Railway 
sued- the truck operator, G. S. 
Bunch, for damages to its prop- 
erty—and won. A verdict for $500 
was returned yesterday for the 
rail company in city court of De- 
catur. 

Few Such on Record. 

Attorneys said it was one of 
the few cases on record in which 
a railroad had collected from an 
automobile operator who was 
struck in a grade crossing acci- 
dent. They said this was the first 
time such a verdict had been re- 
turned by a eGorgia jury. 

Here’s what the evidence dis- 
closed. The Seaboard’s crack pas- 
senger train, the Robert E. Lee, 
slowed for the flag stop at Stat- 
ham, but held its steam. It was 
not scheduled to stop. Coming 
down the road which crossed the 
tracks adjacent to the depot was 
a big oil truck. The train and the 
truck arrived at the grade. cross- 
ing at the exact same moment. 

As Pesult, the engine was over-

the engineer, Henry A. McCles- 
key, received injuries from which 
he died 2 few hours later; the 
road bed was damaged, and the 
truck demolished. 

Deaf to Warnings. 

Witnesses said the truck driver, 
Coy Benton, drove the ill-fated 
truck onto the tracks without look- 
ing and without noticing the fran- 
tic shouts from townsmen who 
had gathered to watch the crack 
express roll through. The fireman 
was ringing the train’s bell and 
the engineer was blowing the 
whistle, they testified. 

Shortly thereafter, the engineer’s 
widow brought suit against Bunch 
for the death of her husband. The 
jury returned a $13,500 verdict for 
Mrs. McCleskey. Bunch appealed 
to the court of appeals, which af- 
firmed the lower court’s decision 
in the fall of 1930. On a certio- 
rari, Bunch won a new trial order 
from the state supreme _— court. 
However, the widow’s claim was 
settled amicably without a new 
trial.

CHAIN STORES’ TAX 
UPHELD AS VALID 


Supreme Court, 4 to 3, 
Sustains Louisiana; Se- 
curity Decision Delayed. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—(?)— 
‘The supreme court upheld a “tax 
on bigness” today, impressing its 
seal of constitutionality on a much 
disputed law of Louisiana’s Huey 
Long period. 

By a 4-to-3 decision it ne 
ed that state’s tax on chain stores; 
a graduated levy under which the 
larger chains pay a greater tax on 
each individual store than do their 
less far-flung. competitors. — 

The verdict was one of nine an- 
nounced at today’s session. To the 
disappointment of a packed court 
room, these did not include, how- 
ever, a decision on the constitu- 
tionality of the taxes imposed by 
the Social Security Act for the 
support of its unemployment in- 
surance and old age pension pro- 
visions. 

Last of the important New Deal 
cases in the keeping of the court 
at this term, these cases will be 
decided either next Monday, or 
on Tuesday, June 1, the only re- 
maining “opinion days” before the 
court rises for the summer recéss. 

In the day’s only decision af- 
fecting laws of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, the court divided, 8 
to 1, to uphold a provision of last 
year’s tax bill establishing proced- 
ure for persons seeking refunds of 
processing taxes paid under the 
old Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
which was held unconstitutional 
in January, 1936. 

e Associate Justices Van Devanter 

and Stone, for unannounced rea- 
sons, took no part in the chain 
store tax decision. Of the seven 
who did, Chief Justice Hughes, 
and Associate Justies Brandeis, 
Roberts and Cardozo voted that 
the law was valid, while Associate 
Justices McReynolds, Sutherland 
and Butler dissented. 

Repeatedly denounced as a “tax 
on bigness” because the basis of 
the levy was the number of store 
units operated not only in Lou- 
isiana’ but throughout the coun- 
try, the tax was contested by the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Ter Com- 
pany and numerous other chains. 

“It is not a denial of due pro- 
cess,” said Justice Roberts for the 


FIREMEN TO MOVE 
PAY FIGHT SCENE 


Superior Court Denies 
_Mandamus for ‘Payment 
of Extra Ten Per Cent. 


Legal battlefields in the fight of 
Atlanta firemen seeking to obtain 
full basic pay last night shifted to- 
ward the state supreme court and 
municipal court after Superior 
Judge Paul S. Etheridge Sr. dis- 
missed mandamus action brought 


to compel city council to restore a 
10 per cent salary cut. 

In sustaining the city’s demur- 
rer, Judge Etheridge held the fire- 
men had recourse through a reg- 
ular court of law and that man- 
damus proceedings were not in or- 
der. He held the firemen could sue 
the city for any back salary alleg- 
edly due. 

The general demurrer of the city 
Was sustained in toto and the rul- 
ing thereby declares the 1925 city. 
ordinance fixing salaries of city 
employes has -been abrogated. 
Lawyers said that if the supreme 
court upholds this point of the de- 
murrer, the firemen will have no 
recourse through suit as they will 
sg no claim on which to file 
suit. 

Fireman F. G. McElroy brought 
the mandamus action in behalf of 


himself and others similarly sit-. 


uated. 

Attorney Wellborn Ellis, for the 
fireman, said last night he intended 
bringing suit in municipal court 
“within the next few days” to re- 
cover any portion of the firemen’s 
salaries cut off under the general 
10 per cent reduction in 1932. 

The superior court decision will 
be appealed to the state supreme 
court, Ellis declared. 

McElroy previously had been 
defeated in his fight.to obtain res- 
toration of salary cuts to firemen 
when a temporary injunction, ob- 
tained to enjoin council, the budg- 
et commission and the finance 
committee of council from adopt- 
ing a finance sheet that did not 
provide for restoration of full sal- 
aries, was dissolved. 

Approximately 95 per cent of 
the firemen of the city are af- 
fected by the court ruling. The 
courtroom was filled with firemen 
and their wives throughout the le- 
gal arguments yesterday morning.

Administration’s Chal- 
lenge Meets Answer of 
Senate Opposition Bloc. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—(>)— 
Senate foes of the Roosevelt court 
reorganization bill responded to 
the administration’s “no compro- 
mise” edict with an answering 
challenge today. 

Fourteen Democratic opponents 
of the bill held thé first sizeable 
caucus of the three-month-old 
controversy and agreed that they, 
too, would oppose all amendments 
and fight the battle out on. the 
lines laid down by the President. 


The bill would authorize the 
President to appoint six new 
members to the supreme court. 
Compromise offers, spurned by 
him, generally have centered upon 
an increase of two, 

McCarran To Withdraw. 

A fifteenth senator who partici- 
pated in today’s meeting—Hatch, 
of New Mexico, himself the author 
of a compromise proposal—said as 
he left that, while he would vote 
for his own amendment, his ballot 
would be cast against all others. 

Among the 14 others, however, 
feeling ran so strongly, as the re- 
sult of the announcement of the 
President’s attitude, that Senator 
McCarran, of Nevada, announced 
he would withdraw a compromise 
amendment that he had been urg- 
ing for a month. 

“I am not going to offer it,” he 
said. “Farley has said there will be 
no compromise, and so there will 
be no compromise.” 

Three of the senators who at- 
tended the meeting—Moore, of 
New Jersey; Maloney, of Connec- 
ticut, and Bulow, of South Da- 
kota—never have expressed them- 
selves publicly against the bill. 
They made no secret of their 
working with the opposition, how- 


ever. 
38 Oppose Bill. 

Not counting them, 38 senators 
have announced themselves in op- 
position, while 30° have said pub- 
licly they would support the meas- 
ure. Twenty-eight of the senates’

Major R. W. Schroeder, of the 
three-man Department of Com- 
merce board investigating ‘the 
catastrophe which took 36 lives, 
expressed satisfaction over 
Freund’s evidence. 

“We are localizing the thing,” 
he said, evincing particular in- 
terest in Freund’s description of 
the flamés coming down from 
above. He indicated he accepted 
the burning gas cell as the origin 
of the fire. No apparent progress 
was made, however, in fixing the 
cause of the fire. 

Freund, whose clothing hid the 
bandages covering severe burns, 
told his story simply and directly. 
He had left a hospital to testify. 

He had dropped tie spider lines 
several yards below ihe ship’s hull 
from a station about 45 feet for- 
ward of the fins, and then had 
come to the aft station to lower 
another landing line. The aft line 
tangled in wire fin struts momen- 
tarily but was quickly cleared, he 
related, and such fouling was not 
unusual.

Senator Royal S. Copeland, of New York, has 
introduced a bill which provides an indefinite 
moratorium on home mortgage foreclosures un- 
der the HOLC, reduces interest rates from 5 to 
21-2 per cent and eliminates deficiency judg- 
ments. Representative Edward W. Curley, of 
New York, has introduced the same bill in the 
lower house. 

Senator Copeland disclaims any knowledge 
of the United Home Owners’ Liberty Corpo- 


vation, a group with headquarters in New 


York which advocates similar legislation. 

The HOLC was created during the worst 
period of the depression, to prevent toss of 
their homes by many hard-pressed victims of 
that emergency and to forestall a slump in 
real estate values that would have been dis- 
astrous. 

In individual cases, where it was shown to be 


advisable, a three-year moratorium was grant- 


ed at the making of the loan. That three- 
year period has ended. It would serve no good 
purpose to provide another moratorium. It 
would only encourage those who have mis- 
takenly assumed that the government can be 
inveigled into giving them their homes, at no 
cost save to the taxpayers. 

The HOLC has been administered on a 
sound basis. The purpose of its creation, to 
extend help to deserving families in financial 
distress, has never been overlooked, but at the 
same time its affairs have properly been con- 
ducted on business principles. To do otherwise 
would be unfair to private business and would 
cancel, at this late date, much of the benefit 
that has accrued to the real estate market. 

It would likewise be unfair to that large 
majority of HOLC mortgagors who have met 
their obligations to the utmost of their ability 
to encourage the effort of either those who 
have proved their inability to rebuild their 
family finances, or those who are deliberately 
endeavoring to avoid an obligation they could, 
with reasonable effort and sacrifice of unnec- 
essary luxuries, meet.

WALTER TERRY COLQUITT 

Walter T. Colquitt contributed in varied ac- 
tivities to the finest advancement of his native 
city, Atlanta, during the 62 years of his life. 
He died unexpectedly on board a train while 
returning Sunday morning from Cleveland, 
where he had gone to confer with his associate 
in TVA litigation, former Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker. 

Born in Kirkwood, the son of a Confederate 
hero, Alfred Holt Colquitt, with his home next 
door to that of General John B. Gordon, Judge 
Colquitt brought to the new south the finest 
traits of leadership in the old. He grew up in 
surroundings impregnated with that culture 
from which greater service draws its inspira- 
tion. 

As a nationally-known leader in his chosen 
profession, his death will be widely regretted. 
He had held many positions of prominence, 
both in and out of law activities. In Atlanta, 
as a gracious figure in the city’s social life, as 
an enthusiastic participant in sports and as a 
generous worker in the church, his memory will 
live as one of that group of distinguished sons 
who led the city to its new status as the me- 
tropolis of the modern south. :

The University of Gottingen, in Germany, 
this year celebrates its 200th anniversary. In 
honor of that event invitations have been sent 
to other universities all over the world, asking 
that they send representatives to- take part in 
the planned ceremonies, 

Many famous universities, feeling they 
could not, by presence of their official dele- 
gates, give unspoken sanction to the regimen- 


tation of research and teaching that has been ~ 


put in force by the Hitler regime, have made 
one excuse or another as to why they cannot 
accept the Gottingen invitation. .« 

It has remained, however, for Columbia 
University to voice, in utmost dignity and re-— 
straint, the rebuke that others must have 
wished to administer. Columbia did not refuse 
to send greetings to Gottingen, but in doing 
so Columbia administered, more by what was 


' left unsaid than by what was said, a rebuke 


in the cause of intellectual liberty and ideals 
of scholarship. 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia, in his letter to the rector and faculties 
of Gottingen, said: 

We wish to mark our appreciation and ad- 
miration of that spirit of scholarship and culture; 


that freedom of thought and inquiry; that ab-: 


sence of race and religious prejudice and perse- 
cution which gave to the old Germany its leader- 
ship for generations . . . and which brought toe 
the German people world-wide and grateful rec- 
ognition and world-wide leadership. May that 
which we now celebrate and salute quickly re- 
turn to help steady this rocking world. 

The letter makes pertinent mention of the 
‘dilustrious seven” who, at Gottingen, exactly 
100 years ago, “in defense of the right to teach 
without restraint, dared and suffered the 


utmost.”

PRAISE FOR VOTING MACHINE 
(From the Florida Times-Union.) 

With two primary elections a matter of his- 
tory, Jacksonville voters have had their baptism 
in the use of voting machines. 

The automatic devices, long advocated here 
but not adopted by the people until a year ago, 
have met with the most favorable reception at 
the hands of the people. 

' Voting machines were used in every precinct 
in both primary elections. It was the first time 
in the history of the city that voting machines 
have been used throughout the 31 voting districts. 
Prior to that, several machines were used for ex- 
perimental purposes in the general election of 
last fall. 

In that election, the people of Duval county 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of their use. Re- 
cently a bill enacted by the legislature made 
their aise in Duval county in city and county elec- 
tions legal. 

Voters who participated in the primaries gave 
unstinted praise to the voting machines. They 
have noted several advantages over the old writ- 
ten ballot. 

For one thing, the machines have materially 
expedited the voting. and the handling of voters. 
Another thing is that they have made it possible 
to speed up the announcement of results. For- 
merly it required as much as two days or three 
days to tabulate the results in some of the larger 
precincts. 

Two weeks ago the city knew generally with- 
in an hour and a half how the election had turned 
out. Last night results were known in 30 to 45 
minutes after the polls closed. - : 

Advocates of cleaner elections claim the big- 
gest advantage of the machines has been in the 
elimination of alleged fraudulent voting. Fool- 
proof, the machines are declared to be beyond 
possibility of manipulation.

Foes of the June 8 election yes- 
terday lost another move to defeat 
the balloting when they were re- 
fused an order staying the elec- 
tion until the supreme court has 
passed on its validity, The re- 
fusal was made by Superior Judge 
Berry T. Moseley at Danielsville.

The election opponents 
sought to have the vote barred 
until the. high court reaches the 
case but Judge Moseley, while he 
did not prevent it from coming 
up to the supreme court, ruled that 
the election could go on. | 

Yeomans said Judge Moseley’s 
action means that a petition for 
an injunction to prevent holding 
the election cannot receive su- 
preme court action before the elec- 
tion date. 

Attorney George Goode, of Toc- 
coa, who represented a group of 
Franklin county taxpayers, in the 
case decided by Judge Moseley 
last week, presented the super- 
sedeas petition. : 

The petition sought to keep 
funds for holding the election from 
being paid out until the case could 
reach the supreme court. 

Yeomans said it would take 20 
days to prepare the case for 
presentation to the high court in 
addition to time for arguments 
and a decision. 

Two other superior court judges 
have upheld validity of the elec- 
tion, They are Judge J. T. Haw- 
kins at Marietta, and Judge M. 
D. Dickerson at Douglas. 

Attorney R. A. Moore, who pre- 
sented an injunction petition for 
a group of QGoffee county tax- 
payers before Judge Dickerson, 
announced after the judge’s de- 
cision Saturday. he would file a 
supersedeas action similar to the 
one filed at Danielsville.

- PREPATERNAL HYGIENE. 

I am an expectant father, writes 
an eastern correspondent, if you 
know what I mean. . . 


might add that you haven’t experi- 
enced any anxiety yet. Being an 
expectant father is mere child’s 
play compared with being an ex- 
pectant grandpa—a grandprimi- 
parum twice in one year. There 
is one bit of advice I want to give 
right at the outset. It is this: Put 
the case in the hands of the best 
doctor you know at the earliest 
possible moment and permit no 
one else to interfere or offer sug- 
gestions of any kind. I followed 
that course with my first baby, 
and it gave me a_ great deal of 
comfort and assurance. Only coin- 
cidence that I picked myself as the 
doctor—naturally I would, don’t 
you think? Another great advan- 
tage in employing a . physician 
early is that you shift onto his 
shoulders all the worrying—a doc- 
tor may do a good deal of quiet 
worrying but it is all more or less 
in the line of duty or business with 
him, so it doesn’t break down his 
health. I think I did enough quiet 
worrying for my first baby to 
serve for a crecheful of ordinary 
babies, but throughout the ordeal 


that ours was the best doctor in 
the county. (I hope this does not 
come to the eye of that dentor who 
wrote the other day about my un- 
adulterated egétism.) 

This correspondent continues: I 
am naturally quite nervous, and 
fear any excitement or undue anx- 
iety at this time might have a bad 
effect on my health and the baby’s. 
For the benefit of myself and other 
young men in a similar predica- 
ment, please suggest suitable diet, 
exercise and whatever other good 
hygiene you think the expectant 
father should have. (T. J. L.) 

The expectant father should take 
a bread and milk diet supper (or 
dinner whatever you call the main 
meal) two or three days a week, to 
give the little woman a rest from 
cooking and to encourage her to 
take her daily quart of milk—for 
she must take a quart of milk ev- 
ery day without any fooling. 

If he smokes he had better 
switch now to a pipe and tobacco 
costing less than a dollar a pound, 
for he is going to need every penny 
for that little stranger who is com- 
ing for a long visit, and one-third 
of a man’s cigaret or cigar money 
—which he throws away—will buy 
shoes and choo-choo cars and even 
a life insurance policy which will 
some day pay for the baby’s edu- 
cation. : 

Every day when the expectant 
father comes home he should bring 
some fresh fruit, whatever is in 
season or on the market at reason- 
able cost, or some fresh green 
‘salad stuff—such as lettuce, cab- 
bage, any kind of greens, for these 
are as important in the prospec- 
tive mother’s diet as is milk. In 
fact she can’t get along very well 
without them. 

Nervous my eye! See to it that 
a good doctor, just a plain family 
doctor, is engaged early, and then 
see that no one else horns in with

Gladys with her back turned to 


‘me standing by the ice box. 


“Her face was red and her eyes 


were staring.

She only cut her 
finger.’ 
“T said, ‘I heard her fall, did 
she faint?’ And Gladys answered,

trouble. When it comes to his 
life’s work it behooves a wife

Apart from this: are the ad- 
vantages of a large city greater 
than the advantages of a small 
town for the children? True, in 
the city there is always some- 
where to go, something to see, 
something to set one thinking. Yet 
while the city is stimiulating it 
also tends to breed artificialties, 
to set false standards of living and 
set people to struggling to come 
up to them. The closer we live to 
the soil, the more natural and nor- 
mal our lives are. 

The small town offers big ad- 
vantages to youngsters. There’s 
a unity of family life in the vil- 
lage because there is less to dis- 

tract. There’s a close, warm in- 
tercourse with friends and 
neighbors because there is time 
to cultivate them. The children 
have intimate touch with the 
earth, with growing things, with 
pets and animals. Their play- 
grounds are not in parks and 
public places but in their own 
front or back yards. 


In the small town the family of 
small income may have the best 
of everything from food to fun, 
from social position to personal 
distinction. Move that same fam- 
ily to the big city and they must 
be satisfied with second bests or 
maybe thirds: for everything in 
the city is settled by the size of 
the old pocketbook: it says what 
the family shall do, where they 
shall go, what their position and 
‘with whom they shall associate. 

Never before have the coun- 
try and small town folks fared 

/ so well as now. Modern inven- 
tions have put right at their 
doorsteps most of the thing. that 
city dwellers dote upon; house- 
hold conveniences and cultural 
advantages, No use to move to
